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Cops hunt shooter in 
Brampton drive-by 


Peel Regional Police are 
looking for a young man in 
dreadlocks after a drive-by 
shooting in Brampton that 
sent the victim of the attack 
to hospital. 

Investigators say the 
shooting happened Wednes- 
day, July 5, around 4:15 
p.m., when a man seated in 
his vehicle was approached 
by a gun-wielding attacker 
in the area of Calderstone 


Road and Purebrook Cres- 
cent. 

Someone driving a black 
SUV pulled up beside the 
victim and began shooting. 

The victim of the attack 
was taken to hospital suffer- 
ing from non-life threaten- 
ing injuries. 

The shooter is described 
as a black man between the 
age of 25-30 years old with 
medium complexion, dread- 


locks to his shoulders, a goa- 
tee, diamond-capped teeth 
and was driving a_ black 
SUV. 

Police believe the victim 
was specifically targeted in 
the attack. 

The Criminal Investiga- 
tion Bureau is appealing for 
witnesses and asking resi- 
dents in the area if they have 
surveillance video. 


Woman 1n serious 
condition after QEW 
barrier crash 


A woman is in hospital 
with serious injuries after 
crashing into the barrier on 
the Queen Elizabeth Way 
in Mississauga, in the sec- 
ond such crash of 2017. 

According to Toronto 
Police, the incident oc- 
curred around 3:30 a.m. on 
Wednesday morning. A 28 
year-old woman was driv- 


ing south on Dixie Road 
when she lost control of her 
vehicle and plowed into the 
barrier wall that separates 
the road from the north 
side of the QEW. 

A large section of the wall 
was knocked down as a re- 
sult. 

The woman was the only 
driver in the car. 


The crash follows a sim- 
ilar incident this past Jan- 
uary, when a van plowed 
through the barrier and 
was hit by a tractor-trail- 
er, causing a multi-vehicle 
crash. 

Authorities are still in- 
vestigating the crash. It is 
unknown if any charges 
will be laid. 


Police Find Missing 
18-Year Old Girl 
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Peel Police are thanking 
the public for their assis- 
tance in locating an 18 year- 
old girl who went missing 
earlier this week in Bramp- 
ton. 

Sahra Omar went missing 
this past Monday at her res- 
idence in the area of Derry 
Road and McLaughlin Road, 
in Mississauga.

Cops charge two with 
drugs and gun offences 


Investigators from the 
Street Crime Gang Unit 
have arrested and charged 
two people on drug and fire- 
arm offences in Brampton. 

Police say on Wednes- 
day, July 5, they executed 
a search warrant at a home 
in the area of Mississauga 
Road and Yardmaster Drive 
in Brampton. 

During the search, they 


found and seized a 40-mm 
semi-automatic handgun, 
as well as a large quantity of 
cocaine and heroin. 

25-year old Kareem 
Corbin from Brampton is 
charged with numerous 
drug and firearms offences. 

He was held for a bail 
hearing. 

28-year old Kamille Ro- 
jas, also from Brampton, is 


facing drug charges. 

She has been released on 
a promise to appear with an 
upcoming court date in Au- 
gust 2017.

Peel Police calls Spring Gun Amnesty 
Program A Success 


The Street Crime Gang 
Unit is calling its Spring 
Gun Amnesty Program in 
the Region of Peel a success. 
The program ran from May 
1to May 31, 2017. 

They visited a total of 52 
homes during the amnesty 
and received a total of 69 
firearms. 

They also gathered 6 
edged weapons and a total 
of 75 pounds of ammunition 
during the program. 

Police describe the 
program is an “attempt 
to further enhance public 
safety.” 

They say the Spring 
Gun Amnesty Program 
“provided members of 
the community [with]

a controlled and_ safe 
opportunity to surrender 
unwanted firearms 
and ammunition for 
destruction.” 

The amnesty includes 
all firearms including 
handguns, long guns and 
non-restricted, restricted or 
prohibited weapons. 

Police say the public 
is encouraged to turn in 
any unwanted weapons, 


ammunition, replica 
firearms or pellet guns that 
could be used during the 
commission of a criminal 
offence. 

They are offering 
those with hunting rifles, 
shotguns and_ antique 
firearms inherited by family 
members, “safe method of 
disposal.” 

“Members of the public 
who wished to participate 
in this program were 
directed to contact an 
Amnesty Hotline to make 
arrangements for a safe 
pick up of their firearms 
and/or ammunition by a 
member of the amnesty 
team,” wrote Peel Police in 
their written statement.

Two men entered a 
pharmacy in the area 
of Vodden Street East 
and Lakeridge Drive on 
Wednesday, July 5. at 
approximately 7:05 p.m. 
Upon entering, the suspects 
brandished a knife and a gun 
and ordered an employee to 
open the pharmacy’s safe, 
and ordered another to open 
the cash till. 


The suspects stole 
money and a_ quantity 
of prescription drugs, 


including fentanyl and other 
opiates. No employees were 
injured during the robbery. 
First Suspect 
The first suspect is a 
white male who wore a 
ski mask and was armed 


with a handgun. He is 
approximately 6’0”- 6/1”, 
with a slim build, wearing a 
grey, hooded sweater, grey 
or green pants with black 
patches on the back pockets, 
and white running shoes. 
Picture of this suspect is on 
our front page. 
Second Suspect 

The second suspect had 
his face covered with a 
mask and was armed with 
a knife. He is approximately 
5'5°-5 6”, with a slim build, 
a shaved head, and was 
wearing a yellow t-shirt with 
“burton” written on it and 
black shoes. See photo of 
suspect on the front page. 


Police believe that the 
second suspect was involved 


in a previous robbery which 
occurred on July 2 at a 
pharmacy located in the 
area of Vodden Street East 
and Kennedy Road North. 
During that robbery, the 
suspect wore a blue t-shirt 
with “crooks” written 
on it, and a black long- 
sleeved shirt underneath. 
The suspect brandished a 
handgun and made away 
with cash and a quantity 
of prescription drugs. See 
picture of suspect in blue to 
the right of this story. 
Investigators are asking 
witnesses that may have 
been in the area during the 
time of either robbery, or 
who may be able to identify 
one or both of the suspects, 
to contact police. 


Police are also advising 
members of the public that 
if they find fentanyl patches, 
in whole or in part, that they 
are not to be touched. They 
are asked to contact police 


immediately for proper 
disposal.

Stop Feeding Coyotes: Animal sightings explode in Brampton

Brampton residents have 
reported dozens of coyote 
sightings so far this year, 
a sign these predators 
are growing less afraid of 
people. 

The city has posted signs 
warning anyone using 
recreational trails that 
coyotes might be in the area. 

Animal services Manager 
Kathy Duncan says there 
have also been half a dozen 
reports of these predators 
approaching people. “Just 
over 100 coyote sightings 
have been reported to 
the City of Brampton this 
year, largely from the 
Meadowland/Centennial 
Park area,” she wrote in a 
response to questions by the 


Peel Daily News. 
The issue of coyote 
encroachment into 


Brampton came up in city 
council Wednesday, June 5. 

So far there have been no 
reports people being bitten 
or af attacks on pets but the 
presence of these animals is 


starting to alarm residents. 

Ward 3 and 4 City 
Councillor Jeff Bowman 
says some people no longer 
feel safe walking with their 
children, pets or even 
alone in the evening due 
to coyotes, “who openly 
walk the streets during the 
day, and show no fear of 
humans.” 

“There are many examples 
that residents provided of 
recent encounters in the 
neighbourhood,” Bowman 
said. 

Making matters worse are 
reports of people feeding 
them. 

“We did have complaints 
of a resident feeding the 


coyotes that our animal 


control responded to. 
Feeding the coyotes is never 
a good idea as it will lead 
them closer to the homes, 
make them less afraid of 
humans and_ encourage 
them to stay in the area 
where they know there is a 
food source.” 

There is no_ by-law 
specifically prohibiting the 
feeding of coyotes. 


The Property Standards 
By-law section 7(1) states: 
(1) A yard shall be kept 
clean and free from: 
(a) hazardous objects or 
materials, 


(b) domestic animal 


excrement, 

(c) rubbish or other 
debris, 

(d) holes, ruts and 


excavations that are actual 
or potential health, fire or 
safety hazards, or 

(e) anything that may 
attract or harbour rodents or 
insects (By-law 135-2008). 


Duncan says it would be 
up to “enforcement staff 
to determine if what is 
occurring by way of feeding 
would be considered in 
contravention of any portion 
of this by-law.” 

Coyotes are not known 
for attacking humans, but 
in recent years there have 


been a growing number 
of incidents in which the 


predators have bitten 
people. 
In 2014, at least two 


people reported being bitten 
by coyotes in Brampton 
prompting 50 residents to 
sign a petition demanding 
the city take action to get rid 
of the animals. 

In 2009, a 19-year-old 
Toronto wom an was killed 
in a coyote attack in Cape 
Breton Highlands National 
Park. It is the only known 
fatality in Canada involving 


coyotes. 

Animal Services 
recommends _ residents 
never leave children 


unattended in an area where 
coyotes have been spotted. 

They also warn pet 
owners their animals could 
be attacked by coyotes if left 
unattended. 

The city is limited 
somewhat in terms of 
what it can do about these 
animals due to Provincial 
regulations. 
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City of Mississauga 
should freeze hiring, 


rein in wage hikes

A recent briefing by 
Mississauga’s senior finance 
officials on preparations for 
the 2018 budget signalled 
that the city’s homeowners 
may get a bit of a break on 
their property taxes next 
year. 

After a hike of just under 
three per cent this year - 
well above the inflation rate 
- Mississauga homeowners 
will likely face increases of 

closer to two per cent 
for 2018 if Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie has her way. 

Crombie and munici- 
pal politicians face voters 
in province-wide local 
elections in late 2018 and 
they want to keep tax hikes 
at a politically palatable 
minimum. 

Crombie wants her fi- 
nance people to find ways to 
save more money - maybe 
as high as $15 million - and 
she says she will also ask 
Peel Region to keep a lid on 
its portion of the property 
tax so the blended rate will 
be closer to a two per cent 
hike. 

This all sounds great but 
don’t expect our municipal 
governments to squeeze 
their spending or limit 
their insatiable appetite for 
more revenue - even if it’s 
an election year in 2018. 

A recent public survey 
shows nearly two thirds 
of Mississauga residents 
would accept higher taxes 
for better local services and 
more than six in 10 believe 
they get good value for 
their taxes, suggesting local 
politicians are doing a good 
job of watching the pub- 
lic purse. But part of that 
citizen thinking may be the 
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impact of the wealth effect. 
If your house has doubled 
in value in the last few years 
you may not worry too 
much about a three per cent 
property tax hike even if 
recurs every year 

In fact, Mississauga 
property taxes have jumped 
an average of 2.7 per cent 
annually for the last decade 
- and local politicians are 
focused on paying for new 
transit, an expansion of the 
MiWay bus service, a new 
firehouse and 20 additional 
firefighters and they are 
scouring every financial 
nook and cranny to squeeze 
out more dollars. 

Local finance officials are 
looking at a 5.6 per cent 
hike in spending but don’t 
have a lot of ways to pay 
for it. 

Meanwhile, calls on the 
province for more money, 
fatter gas tax revenues from 
Ottawa and the right to slap 
more taxes on homes and 
lots of other things have 
generally been ignored by 
the more senior govern- 
ments. That means local 
governments have been 
forced to rely on the prop- 
erty tax. 

While a huge property tax 
hike for Mississauga may 
not be in the cards, there’s 
a good chance that local 
fees and levies could be 
raised for next year. As well 
local politicians are looking 
to use a new revenue tool 
which they just got from 
the Wynne government and 
they are salivating over. 

If you own or run a hotel 
in Mississauga prepare to 
be hit with a new tax in 
the next year thanks to the 
April budge which allowed 
the province’s municipal- 
ities to hike hotel taxes to 
help pay for local services 
and infrastructure. 


Mississauga is studying 
whether to impose a new 
hotel tax of between three 
and five per cent on the 
city’s 10,000 hotel rooms, 
which could raise up to $20 
million or more a year. 

“Tt’s something we need 
to look at,” says Ward 2 
councillor Karen Ras. 

“We talk about tools in 
our tool kit and this is one 
more.” 

Added Ward 5 councillor 
Carolyn Parrish: “Id go for 
the five per cent. It’s not 
going to hurt anyone. Three 
per cent is not enough. 


How about looking at 
other ways to save money. 

Mississauga has about 
5,300 employees and about 
one in five of them plan to 
retire in the next four years. 
Why not impose a hiring 
freeze and whittle down the 
local workforce to about 
4,300 workers without 
having to lay off anyone. 
Essential workers would 
be replaced but those who 
retire would not be. 

And why not hold the line 
on future wage hikes for 
local worker to just around 
or below the inflation rate 
- not the 7.5 per cent over 
four years provincial work- 
ers just got in a sweetheart 
arrangement with Wynne’s 
unpopular government. 

Parrish says she doesn’t 
want to talk about $15 
million in budget cuts this 
year because that might 
upset city employees if they 
believe their jobs are on the 
line. 

“T don’t want to cause 
a panic in the ranks,” she 
says. “It’s important to have 
a happy workforce.” 

Ms. Parrish. How about 
having happy ratepayers.

A Peel Regional Council- 
lor wants to stop politicians 
from billing taxpayers for 
trips they have no “valid” 
reason to go on. 

Pat Saito told Peel Daily 
News, “when you get five or 
six people going on the trip, 
that expense adds up.” 

In a discussion at Peel 
Regional Council Thursday, 
Saito said only council- 
lors who sit on committees 
should be allowed to ex- 
pense trips that apply di- 
rectly to their work in those 
groups. 

“If you don’t sit on the 
committee and you have no 
valid reason of going on that 
trip, you pick up the cost 
yourself,” she said. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie, 
who has been suffering from 
laryngitis since Canada Day, 
pushed for greater trans- 
parency as far as expensing 
trips goes.

“The public disclosure is 
so important because some- 
times we don’t think about 
it. We find a conference 
that’s worthwhile. Yes, it’s in 
the dead of summer, but we 
need to tell people. I think 
that goes a long way, that 
people know where we're 
going, they know how much 
we're spending. It’s their 
money,” she said. 

Councillor Nando Iannic- 
ca defended his own tax- 
payer-funded trips abroad 
while attacking a reporter 
for asking him about a trip 
to Rome to look at propul- 
sion systems. 

“Yeah. I came back to the 
very next city council meet- 
ing and said, ‘oh my God, 
we can’t go with a diesel sys- 
tem’. The Siemens people 
made it clear to me,” he said. 

“Was the five-thousand 
dollars worth the $1.4-bil- 
lion investment? The guy 
asking doesn’t know that.” 

Iannicca has faced ques- 
tions about a trip to Greece

and Dubai on which his wife 
accompanied him. At the 
time, he was quoted as say- 
ing, “Whether she’s there 
or not, I’m getting the same 
room.” 

Iannicca says he’s never 
gone on a conference at the 
region other than on his in- 
dividual expense. 

Saito singled out the 
waste management division 
for “trips where members of 
council who do not sit on the 
committee, but would like 
to go, come up with a rea- 
son why they would like to 
go. I have no problem with 
that, but it should come out 
of their expenses. In some 
cases, it has been picked up 
along with everyone else’s.” 

She says the number of 
people going on such trips 
should include the com- 
mittee chair, vice-chair and 
“maybe one other councillor 
if they're from another mu- 
nicipality so that all three 
are represented.” 
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Mississauga parks continue to feel rising tide of flooding

Several parks in south 
Mississauga continue to 
feel the effects of heavi- 
er-than-normal weather. 

City staff announced last 
week that the promenade 
near J.J. Plaus Park will re- 
main closed until further no- 
tice, due to high water levels 
and flooding concerns. 

The news comes after last 
week’s council meeting, in 
which it was revealed that 
the cost of flooding in the 
area during April and May 
will cost taxpayers $2.3 
million for repairs and res- 
toration of the shoreline, 
with potential further costs 
expected down the line. 

Four parks in the area, in- 
cluding J.J. Plaus, J.C. Sad- 
dington, Marina and St. Law- 
rence, remain partially closed 
and all have damaged areas, 
including flooded trails, bro- 
ken concrete and sinkholes. 


City staff expects that the 
water levels will recede in 
several weeks, after which 
they can begin the process of 
determining the total dam- 
age and whether the repairs 
qualify for Ontario’s Provin- 
cial Disaster Relief Funding. 

City Council also an- 
nounced last week that it is 
in the process of developing 
a Climate Change Action 


Plan to help prepare the 
city for unforeseen climate 
conditions, partially as a 
response to the flooding 
incidents over the last sev- 
eral months. Intended to 
be completed in 2019, the 
plan is expected to prepare 
the city for future climate 
scenarios through a variety 
of community and corpo- 
rate-level actions to reduce 


climate change impact. 
Citing the recent storms, 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie said 
that municipalities like Mis- 
sissauga have an important 
role to play in dealing with 
climate change, and that 
taking local action is crucial. 
“We have a responsibility to 
the environment, our econ- 
omy and the quality of life 
for our existing and future

generations,” she said. “De- 
veloping the Plan is the first 
step in helping us realize our 
goal of transforming Missis- 
sauga into a net-zero carbon 
city.” 

More extreme weath- 
er events are expected in 
the future according to the 
city’s own climate projec- 
tions. These weather events 
include extreme storms, 


additional flooding and in- 
creased rainfall. 

Though the City has al- 
ready taken steps to pro- 
tect against climate change, 
including the expansion 
of stormwater infrastruc- 
ture through a “stormwater 
charge” and increasing pub- 
lic awareness, officials say 
more still needs to be done. 
“Over the years, we've taken 
many actions both within 
our corporation and out in 
the community,” said the 
City’s acting environment 
director, Michael Cleland. 
“We're committed to doing 
more.” 

The City is planning to 
build a Stakeholder Panel 
over the next few months to 
brainstorm climate change 
solutions and will be solicit- 
ing feedback from organiza- 
tions and businesses.

One of the things we take 
for granted is our breath. 

Our breath is a constant 
flow and without realizing 
it, our breath mimics how 
we physically feel. When 
stressed, our breath is short 
and fast and when relaxed, 
it is long and slow. 

Breathing through our 
mouth is quicker and more 
stressful, but doesn’t draw 
enough air into our lungs. 
This causes us to take more 
inhalations because more 
breaths are needed to com- 
pensate and we tire easier 
from the extra effort. 

Nostril breaths are slower 
and draw more air directly 
into the lungs and need less 
repetition and effort. 

How we breathe is also 
important. Mouth breath- 
ing draws the air into the 
mouth down the esophagus 
and into the stomach. 

There is a small opening 
in the esophagus as the air 
goes down, which allows 
some air into the windpipe/ 
trachea and then into the 
lungs. The problem with a 
mouth breath is that you 
swallow air with all the dirt 
and contamination into the 
stomach and the lungs. 

Nostril breathing goes 
through the nose and di- 
rectly down the windpipe/ 
trachea and straight into 
the lungs. 

More volume of air enters 
the lungs through the nose 
and less effort is needed 
to intake air. The nostril 
breath replenishes the air 
in the lungs better than the 
mouth breath. 

Unfortunately, most 
people breathe through the

mouth, which is the most 
unsanitary. 

Retraining yourself to 
nostril breathe isn’t diffi- 
cult, and it takes us back to 
a more natural way like we 
all had as a child. 

Because you can only 
sniff through your nostrils, 
the easiest way to teach 
yourself how to nostril 
breathe is to practice the 
“sniffing breath”. 

Start by taking four quick 
and sharp sniffs and then 
release the breath with one 
long exhalation. Repeat 
four times. At first, do this 
several times during the day 
when possible and continue 
for a few weeks. 

In time, you will readjust 
yourself to nostril breathing 
naturally. Some of the side 
effects of this will be that 
the muscles surrounding 
your rib cage will start to be 
tender. 

Why? Because this breath 
uses all the lobes of your 
lungs, but especially the 
lower lobes. This forces the 
rib cage to expand with the 
forceful sniffs— this ten- 
derness will show you that 
you are doing the breaths 
properly. 

Another side effect is 
that accumulated dust and 
residue that have fallen over 
the years to these lower 
lobes are being disturbed 
and broken up. 

The more you practice 
this breath, the more nostril 
breathing will become 
natural. 

Exhalations are also im- 
portant. Exhalations should 
be longer than inhalations. 
Here either mouth or nos- 


tril exhalations are fine but 
different and beneficial in 


many ways. 

Mouth exhalations are 
great for energizing espe- 
cially using a series of short 
spurts of exhalations, which 
draws in your belly button. 
Long nostril exhalations 
are great for relaxation and 
soothing a frazzled body. 
Lengthen your exhalations 
as much as you can. 

Once you have the nostril 
breath perfected, the “held 
breath” is next. This helps 
you control the flow of 
your breath. Why— so you 
can learn to set the pace 
for your breathing. Breath 
control is so important in 
exercising, physical endur- 
ance, and enhancing control 
in focus and movement. 

For example, if you 
find yourself catching or 
holding your breath often, 
you might feel as if you 
lose your breath and need 
to gasp air quickly— this 
breath will definitely help. 
When you practice the 
held breath, you teach your 
breathing to start again nat- 
urally without realizing it. 

The held breath is simple, 
inhale, hold the breath for 
a count of four, exhale and 
hold again for a count of 
four. Practice regularly and 
if you fear holding your 
breath, this usually resolves 
it. 

A simple breath—with 
practice, it will be and you 
will be healthier because 
of it.

A pro-business group is 
the latest to throw cold wa- 
ter on Mississauga’s pro- 
posed new hotel tax. 

Mississauga council is 
mulling over the idea of im- 
posing a tax on hotel rooms 
that could add an extra $16 
million to municipal coffers. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
(CFIB) says its member 
companies in the tourism 
sector would definitely feel 
the negative “trickle down” 
effect from such a tax. 

“It could lead people to 
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Pro-business watchdog says 
hotel tax could slam tourism 


think twice before coming 
to Mississauga,” said Ju- 
lie Kwiecinski, Director of 
Provincial Affairs for the 
CFIB.“People might stay 
home. They might not go 
anywhere and say ‘you're 
already charging me 13 per 
cent HST for a hotel room. 
They're wondering more 
and more, ‘where does this 
taxation end?’ 

The CFIB_ represents 
a host of companies that 
could feel the pinch if the 
City imposes a hotel tax. 
Those include companies 
providing bed and break- 
fast-style accommodations, 
bars, golf and country clubs, 
gift shops, restaurants, flow- 
er shops and others. 

“People are on tight bud- 
gets,” she said. “People don’t 
have a lot of disposable in- 
come. That could mean one 
less trip to the water park. 
When you work in a small 
business environment, you 


have a small window of fi- 
nancial flexibility. Every 
penny, every dime counts.” 

The provincial govern- 
ment made the levy possible 
when it gave municipalities 
the green light to tax hotel 
rooms in the 2017-18 budget 
tabled by Finance Minister 
Charles Sousa. 

Kwiecinski blames the 
province for opening the 
door to a tax which munici- 
pal politicians would get the 
blame for. 

“T really blame the prov- 
ince,” she said. “It’s almost 
like saying ‘I’m going to 
hand the hot potato to you 
so that you can wear it in 
Mississauga, Mayor Crom- 
bie.” 

Mayor Bonnie Crom- 
bie is on record as saying, 
“we don’t have a spending 
problem, we have a revenue 
problem.” 

But pro-business groups 
say it’s looking more like

a spending problem at the 
municipalities as well at the 
provincial level. 

The CFIB has joined the 
Greater Toronto Hotel As- 
sociation (GTHA) in urging 
the City to look for ways to 
trim costs rather than hit- 
ting people in the pocket 
book. 

“If you think, nickel and 
diming people with taxes 
is the answer to your reve- 
nue problem. It’s not a very 
smart way to approach it,” 
said Kwiecinski, 

There are around 10,000 
hotel rooms in Mississauga, 
which could be taxed at five- 
per-cent on top of the 13 per 
cent Harmonized Sales Tax 
already charged to hotel 
rooms. 

Council is also consider- 
ing a property tax hike of 
three percent next year to 
help pay for enhanced Mi- 
Way transit and improved 
fire service.

An ARTICLE on Gaylord Powless 
from the summer of 2001

Canada’s sporting 
community lost one of its 
greatest athletes in late July. 

Gaylord Powless, a name 
associated with lacrosse 
excellence even years after 
his playing days concluded, 
died on July 28. He was 54. 

Powless was diagnosed 
with colon cancer three 
years ago, but he continued 
to live an active life until 
this past spring when he was 
weakened as the cancer had 
spread to his lungs. 

Though he was_ bed- 
ridden in the days leading 
up to his death, Powless 
received some news that 
cheered him up. His local 
rink, which was previously 
called the Six Nations 
Memorial Cultural Centre, 
was renamed the Gaylord 
Powless Sports Arena. 

“He was pretty happy 
about that,” said Powless’ 
only son, 20-year-old Chris. 

Powless is also survived 
by his wife Patti and their 
two daughters, Michelle, 32, 
and Gaylene, 17. 

Dave General, a_ Six 
Nations band councillor, 


Ohsweken, Ontario 


said renaming the local 
rink after Powless was 
a unanimous decision. 
Powless’ family members 
attended the council 
meeting that July night. 

“Tt was a pretty emotional 
evening,” General said. 

But it was a fitting tribute 
for one of Ohsweken’s most 
famous individuals. 

Powless was a star in both 
the junior and professional 
ranks. 

Among the lengthy list 
of his accomplishments 
was the four consecutive 
Canadian Junior A Minto 
Cup championships from 
1964 through 1967 for the 
Oshawa Green Gaels. Twice 
Powless was selected as the 
most valuble player at the 
Minto Cup. 

“T think he really enjoyed 
his junior years the most,” 
Chris Powless said of his 
father. “He was really glad 
that he played for the late 

Mr. Jim Bishop 
(considered one of greatest 
lacrosse coaches ever) and 
the tight-knit group that 
they had there.” 


Powless went on to suit 
up for squads in various pro 
and amateur senior leagues. 
He had stints in places 
including Montreal, Detroit, 
Syracuse, Rochester, 
Portland, Brantford, 
Brampton and Coquitlam, 
B.C. 

Chris Powless is following 
in his father’s footsteps. For 
the past three years he was 
a member of the Six Nations 
Arrows, a Junior A club. 
Gaylord Powless had served 
as an assistant coach for the 
Arrows during the 2000 
season, the last team with 
which he was involved. 

Gaylord Powless was the 
oldest son of Ross Powless, 
another Canadian lacrosse 
great. Both are members of 
the Canadian Lacrosse Hall 
of Fame and are the only 
father-son tandem to be 
inducted in the hall in the 
players category. 

Editor’s note: As a 
youngster, Gaylord Powless 
was the first player/

Nearly 50 years ago. In 
those three seasons, 69-70, 
70-71 and 71-72 he scored a 
total of 39 goals and added

feisty side (not taking any 
guff) totaling 248 in those 
three seasons. From Toronto 
he moved on to the WHA and 
the team first known as the 
Alberta Oilers. 


Constantine Falkland Cary 
‘Conn’ Smythe was born in 
1895. He died in 1980. 

The Caledon connection: 
Smythe owned a property on 
Highway 10 where he became 
a pioneer in the sand and 
gravel industry; he also bred 
and trained quality horses. 

What a history. What a life: 
a businessman, soldier and 
sportsman-hockey and horse 
racing. 

The principal owner of 
the Toronto Maple Leafs, 
he was the builder of Maple 
Leaf Gardens, builder of the 
Hockey Hall of Fame and 
the namesake of the Conn 
Smythe Trophy, which is pre- 
sented to the most valuable 


player in the playoffs, Smythe 
was inducted into the Horse 
Racing Hall of Fame in 1980. 


Without doubt he is best 
known as the Leafs’ own- 
er-from 1927 to 1961 and as 
the builder of Maple Leaf 
Gardens. As owner of the 
Leafs during numerous 
championship years, his 
name appears on the Stanley 
Cup eight times: 1932, 1942, 
1945, 1947, 1948, 1949, 1951 
and 1962. 

The Caledon Walk of Fame 
was initiated in 1999 to hon- 
our past and present Caledon 
residents who have made a 
significant contribution to the 
quality of life locally, nation- 
ally and internationally. 

Definitely worth a visit, it’s 
situated in the Trans Cana- 
da Trail Pavilion Park on the 
west side of Airport Road 
in Caledon East. A stone is 
placed in honour of each re- 
cipient during a formal Walk 
of Fame ceremony.

Beverly Holden 


Beverly Holden (née 
McKnight) is one half of 
Canada’s duet synchronized 
swimming team that won 
the bronze medal in the 
1955 Pan American Games 
in Mexico City. 


It was the first year that 
synchronized swimming 
was a medal event in the 
Pan Am Games, having 
been a demonstration 
event in Buenos Aires in 
1951. McKnight and Diane 
Ferguson (née Baker) 
competed in numerous 
events including the British 
Empire & Commonwealth 
Games where it was also 
a demonstration — sport. 
The duet won the Ontario 
Duet and Canadian Duet 
Championships in 1954. 


Originally coached by 
Jimmy Bishop at the Granite 
Club in Toronto, they moved 
to the Lakeshore Swimming 
Club after Bishop’s death in 
1952. 


She married John Holden 
a month after winning the 
bronze medal, and retired 
shortly thereafter to raise 
a family in Toronto and 
Caledon. Beverly is also 
the grandmother of Jake 
Holden, Canadian Olympic 
Boardercross team member 
and Canadian Jr. Champion 
in both Boardercross and 
Judo. 


They were both inducted 
to the Caledon Walk of 
Fame October 3, 2015.

Lakeview Public Library celebrates 50th anniversary with block party

When Lakeview Public 
Library turned 50 on Tues- 
day, July 4, the Ward 1 
Councillor declared it was a 
“stunning” public space. 

Councillor Jim Tovey said 
that residents who use the 
library can feel as though 
they can connect to the out- 
side park-like setting. 

More than 350 people 
attended the 5th annu- 
al Lakeview Block Party, 
which coincided with the 
50th Anniversary of the 
opening of Lakeview Li- 
brary as a Centennial proj- 
ect in 1967. 

Attending dignitaries 
who joined Ward 1 Coun- 
cillor included Mississauga 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie, 
Ward 4 Councillor and Li- 
brary Director, John Kovac; 
Friends of the Mississauga 
Library President, Michael 
Jones; and Mississauga Li- 
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brary Executive Director, 
Rose Vespa. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
drew upon the importance 
of public libraries as essen- 
tial learning centres. 

While Mississauga has 
18 library locations for 
300,000 library card hold- 
ers, there are many more 
people who use the library 
to practice learning English. 

The civil and safe tone of 
libraries is a low-cost and 
low-barrier way to boost 
quality of life. 

Mayor Crombie noted 
that more than 50% of res- 
idents are newcomers. Peo- 
ple of all ages who are not 
employed, not in formal ed- 
ucation and not in training 
[NEET] turn to libraries as 
their source for informa- 
tion. 

Vespa thanked the many 
volunteers, TAG youth vol- 
unteers and the fundraising 
support of Friends of the 
Mississauga Library who

contribute thousands of 
hours and purpose-driven 
resources. 

When it opened in 1967, 
Lakeview Library was one of 
a trio of Mississauga’s Cen- 
tennial libraries. The other 
two locations were Malton 
and Lorne Park. 

In February 2013, after 
federal infrastructure funds 
were put to good use, the 
same trio of Centennial li- 
braries were recognized

for “astute and economical 
remodeling” with the Gov- 
ernor-General’s Medal for 
architecture in 2013. 

In the park was a show- 
case of community, vendor 
and city services kiosks, 
face painting and active 
games. 

After speeches, residents 
relived the drama of 1812 
battle militia, staged by 
Thompson’s Company Sec- 
ond Regiment, York Militia.

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Caledon Walk of Fame honours Ken Weber

The Walk of Fame hon- 
ours current or past Cale- 
don residents who have 
made significant contri- 
butions locally, nationally 
and internationally. 

The most recent induct- 
ee is Ken Weber. A father 
of four, Weber is an educa- 
tor, author and historian. 

He is a member of the 
Bruce Trail Conservancy 
— he and his wife, Cecile, 
were named “benefactors” 
by the Trail — and he cre- 
ated an endowment fund 
for the preservation of the 
Niagara Escarpment. 

Weber served on the 
Caledon Library Board for 
12 years and has been a 
featured speaker at many 
Caledon organizations. 

He has also served on 
the Board of the Caledon 
Heritage Foundation and 


writes regular “Historic 
Hills” articles for In The 
Hills magazine. He edit- 
ed the first comprehen- 
sive book on the history 
of Caledon East, entitled 
Settling the Hills. He was 
presented with an Ontar- 
io Heritage Award for his 
work on that book. 

He also wrote the in- 
troductions to “For Those 
Who Served”, a tribute to 
those from Caledon who 
fought in WWI and II. 

Weber began his career 
as a high school teacher in 
1960. He later became a 
Professor in the Faculty of 
Education at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, where he 
was the founder and First 
Chair of Special Education 
Studies at that faculty. He 
won many awards while 
there and retired as the 


youngest Professor Emer- 
itus from that University. 

“T am proud to add Mr. 
Weber to our prestigious 
Walk of Fame. He is a re- 
markable man,” said May- 
or Allan Thompson. 

The Caledon Walk of 
Fame was initiated in 1999 
for the purpose of honour- 
ing Caledon residents who 
have made a significant 
contribution to the quali- 
ty of life locally, nationally 
and internationally. 

The Caledon Walk of 
Fame is situated in the 
Trans Canada Trail Pa- 
vilion Park on the west 
side of Airport Road. A 
stone is placed in honour 
of each recipient during 
a formal Walk of Fame 
ceremony, held annually 
when there is a qualifying 
nominee.

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Around Caledon: The Cheltenham Badlands

Caledon’s own example 
of badlands formation, are 
located on the southeast 
side of Olde Base Line 
Road, between Creditview 
and Chinguacousy Roads, 
west of Highway 10. It fea- 
tures exposed and eroded 
Queenston Shale along the 
Niagara escarpment. It was 
exposed by poor farming 
methods in the 1930s that 
led to soil erosion and ex- 
posed the underlying shale. 

Way back when, the Chel- 
tenham Badlands were oc- 
cupied by a large river. The 
hills signify the riverbed 
and as you follow the trail, 
you begin to see the river 
history of the badlands. 
Thousands of years ago, this 
lake dried, leaving what can 
be seen today. 

The formation is mostly 
red in colour due to depos- 
its of iron oxide, but also 
includes some faint green 


streaks due to ground water 
percolation changing the 
red iron oxide to green. 

Once farmland, it was 
purchased by the Ontario 
Heritage foundation in 
2000 and managed by the 
Bruce Trail Association. 

Development is also 
restricted on the site by 
the Niagara Escarpment 
Commission. 

There are concerns 
by conservationists that 
increased visitors to the 
area will cause damage to 
the formation and suggest 
closure or restriction of 
access to the site. Trails 
leading from the site are 
now closed. 

Parking is limited to a 
small area on the south side 
of Olde Base Line Road, 
with restrictions beyond 
and on the other side of the 
road. You will also find the 
Bruce Trail in the nearby 


forest. There are many 
strange rocks and minerals 
on the Red Clay Hills. On 
May 6, 2015, the Ontario 
Heritage Trust announced 
that the Badlands site 
would be closed to visitors 
for several years at the end 
of May, due to the excessive 
number of visitors who 
were walking on the forma- 
tions, causing damage that 
accelerated the erosion. 

As of July 2015, the 
Badlands have been fenced 
off and closed to visitors; 
marked No Trespassing and 
the parking areas have been 
changed to no parking - tow 
away zones. The closure 
is indicated as temporary 
as a public consultation 
and a Master Plan study is 
underway. 

No trails to walk, but 
you should still remember 
your camera to capture the 
Mars-like landscape.

she said.
